His 
present desire is to get away from 
the out of date balloon and take up 
twentieth century aviating.

In other words John would like 


to take a chance at an airship. He 
has the desire to sail through the air 
in his system and he can't rid him- 
self of it. His many injuries b,ave 
never deterred him in ambition to be 
an aviator of some reputation. 


_The flight of Col. Paul Peck here 


Wednesday has only served to em- 
phasize John Innis' ambition. Today 
he was engaging his friends in con- 
versation about air navigation. John 
works at other trades but he spends 
all his time talking and thinking 
about some way to conquer the air 
and receive 
the plaudits 
of 
ad- 


miring thousands. 


Mr. Innis has a definite goal in 


view now. There is going |o be a big 
airship race to Panama next year, 
and already John has ideas of getting 
back into the aviation game by some 
chance and entering that 
contest. 


He says that he has given up ideas of 
trying balloon flights any more, but 
attaining to a greater end. 


And John Innis knows something 


about airships. 
That's in his line, 


and he reads and learns all he can 
about the advancement in the busi- 
ness. , Besides, this man who has; 
grown gray in the aviation business 


s had little practical experience 


with aeroplanes. 


Mr. Innis has taken a lot of in- 


terest in the airship which Will Cul- 
bertson, the farmer living southwest 
of the city has invented. Mr. Innis 
can tell you the striking difference 
between any models of airships, and 
he knows the value of the Culbertson 
invention, and believes it would be a 
success were it once embodied in an 
airship. 


Will Culbertson's invention is dif- 


ferent in that the planes are mov- 
a'ble and there are two propellers, 
whereas all airships up to date have 
been built with stationary planes and 
one propeller. An "airship made af- 
ter Culbertson's invention would be a 
cylindrical shaped affair. 


The seat on the . Culbertson ma- 


chine hangs from stationary bars to 
which the movable planes are con- 
nected. 
The advantage he 
claims 


for his invention is that the planes 
could be slanted at any angle to 
change the course of the machine, 
but at the same time the driver's 
seat would remain straight. - One of 
the advantages of the modern air- 
ship is that the driver is tipped to 
the angle the planes are because they 
are stationary. 


The invention is on the theory that 


the aeroplane should be similar, to. a 
bird. The planes are slanted toi«ny 
angle by a wheel in front of the driv- 
er. The theory of the two propellers 
is that they wonld,balanee~ the ma- 
chine so that a gust of wind would 
not overturn it.

12 VOTES ON EACH ROLL CALL 


Voting Only a Formality as. "Slate" 


For the State Ticket Was 


Carried Out. 


Bush county was fully represented 


by a delegation of twelve Bull Moos- 
ers at the first State convention of 
the new Bull Moose party at Indi- 
anapolis yesterday, according to the 
leaders here. All of the original del- 
egates named at the county conven- 
tion here last Saturday were present 
with one exception. 


A number of Rush county people 


jwent to Indianapolis yesterday to 
"look in" at the convention to see 
wljat was doin.' The crowd almost 
filled Tomlinson bail-up until Albert 
J. Beveridge,. the unanimous nomi- 
nee for governor, finished his speech 
of acceptance, when a good portion 
of the onlookers and a number of the 
delegates made a getaway. 


No order was maintained on the 


floor of the convention. 
The dele- 


gates were not ','roped off" from the 
spectators and any 'person, whether 
or not he was a delegate, was allow- 
ed to stand on the main floor of the 
convention hall and. participate in 
the1 proceedings. 
There was 
no 


means of telling whether the delega- 
tions were all full, as the chairmen 
of the delegations voted the required 
number of votes on each roll call 
anyway. 


It made little difference whether all 


the delegates were present on a roll 
call as tlie "slate" had all been pre- 
pared and there was nothing to do 
only 
go through the formality of 


easting the vote of each delegation 
for the candidate. - All of the nomi- 
nations were "without opposition," 
"by acclamation," "unanimous," "the 
other candidate withdrawing before 
the first ballot -was taken" or some- 
thing of that sort.

Irl Hicks Promises Extra** •* 


Warm and Cool Summer With 


Little Frost. 


AND A FEW STORMS, TOO 


• •«' 


High Temperature, Electrical Dis- 


plays and Gales Expected to 


Prevail About Now. 


The Rev. Irl Hicks, in his forecasts 


promises a wild month of August, the 
extremes of warm and cool summer 
weather, possibly with frosts in the 
north sections, and with fierce elec- 
trical storms. His prediction follows: 


"A regular storm period is central 


on the 1st, covering July 30 to Aug- 
ust 4. By the 2d the barometer will 
fall to marked storm conditions in 
western and central regions, the tem- 
peratue will rise to great warmth and 
storms of lightning, thunder, wind 
and rain will break into very violent 
gusts and gales in many localities, as, 
the general storm area passes east- 
wardly across the country. 
The 


Venus influence will be strong at thw 
time and vicious 
electrical storms 


with hail in northwestern to northern 
regions, will be followed by sudden N 
change to unseasonably cool for two 
or three days. Local cloudbursts will 
most likely occur here and there in 
central and eastern States, but there 
will 'he great shortage in .widely, dis- 
tributed rains. 


A reactionary storm period has its 


central days on the 7th, 8th and 9th. 
At this time the thermometer will 
again rise to very high temperatures, 
the barometer will fall 
and black, 


threatening storm clouds with prob- 
ability of violence, will pass from 
west to east over the country. Great 
bluster and threatening thunder may 
be looked for but rains will probably 
not prove as copious and general as 
needed. Another break in the tem- 
perature will give temporary respite 
from summer heat about the 9th, 10th 
and llth. 


"A regular storm period embraces 


the llth to 16th, central on the 13th. 
The moon is new and in perigree on 
the 12th, and on the celestial equator 
on the 15th. The autumnal equinox 
of the earth is also present at this 
time Look for.marked fall of the 
barometer in western part by 
the 


12. During the 13th, 14th. loth and 
16th, violent storms or rain, wind and 
thunder, with destructive hail north- 
ward, will pass eastwardly across 
the country. 
West India storms, 


hurricanes and 
tidal 
waves very 


probable in the gulf and south coast 
regions. An unseasonable change to 
cooler, with frosts, possibly in the 
north, will come with the rising bar- 
ometer.

Washington, Aug. 2.—Here are the 
nets in relation to the'coniestea seats 
In tbe Bepublican national convention. 
It U a summary of a detailed state- 


going carefully into all of 'the 
a statement so thorough that It 
up 150 pages of printed matter. 


Kbis statement is signed by Mr. Victor 
Bosewater. chairman of tbe former Re- 
publican national committee; by Mr. J. 
B. Define of Colorado, chairman of tbe 
committee on credentials of the Repub- 
lican national convention, and by Mr. 
Charles D. Hilles, chairman of the 
present Bepublican national committee. 


The total number of delegates, sum- 


moned to the convention under its call 
was 1.078. with 540 necessary to a 
Choice. Mr. Tart had 561 votes on the 
first and only ballot and was declared 
the nominee. There were instituted 
against 238 of the delegates regularly 
elected for Taft contests on behalf of 
Roosevelt. These contests were avow- 
edly instigated not for the purpose ot 
really securing seats in tbe convention, 
•ot tor the purpose of adducing evi- 
dence which wonld lead any respect- 
able conn to entertain the contests, but 
for tbe purpose of deceiving the public 
Into the belief that Mr. Roosevelt had 
•ore rotes than he really had. as the 
conventions and primaries were in 
progress for the selection of delegates. 
This is not only a necessary inference 
from the character of tbe contests, but 
II -was boldly avowed by the chief edl- 
tar of the newspapers owned by Mr. 
Mousey, who has been Mr. Roosevelt's 
chief financial and newspaper sup- 
porter. The 238 contests were reduced 


to seventy-four. 


Tbe very fact of these 164 frivolous 


contests Itself reflects upon the genu- 
ineness and validity of the remainder. 
Tbe seventy-four delegates include six 
at targe from Arizona, four at large 
from Kentucky, four at targe from In 
dlana, six at targe from Michigan. 
eight at targe from Texas and eight at 
large from Washington, and also two 
district delegates each from the Mntb 
Alabama, the Fifth Arkansas, tbe 
Thirteenth 
Indiana, 
the Seventh. 


Eighth and Eleventh Kentucky, the 
Third Oklaboma. tbe Second Tennes 
aee and from each of nine districts, tbe 
First. Second. Fourth. Fifth. Seventh. 
Eighth. Ninth. Tenth and Fourteenth 
of Texas. 


CONTESTED DELEGATES AT 


i 
LARGE. 
Arizona. 


In tbe Arizona convention there were 


ninety-three votes. All the delegates— 
Six in number—were to be selected at 
large. The counties were entitled to se- 
lect their delegates through their conn 
ty committee or by primary. In one 
county. Maricopa. a majority of tbe 
committee decided to select its dele- 
gates and a minority to have a pri- 
mary. In other counties there were 
some contests, and the sttae commit- 
tee, following the usage of tbe national 
committee, gave a bearing to all con 
testants in order to make np the tem- 
porary roll. There was a clear major- 
ity of the Taft delegates among tbe 
nncontested delegates. Tbe committee 
made up the temporary roll and tben 
there was a bolt, sixty-four remaining 
In the hall and twenty-five withdraw- 
ing therefrom. Tbe case of tbe Taft 
majority was so clear that it is difficult 
to understand why a contest was made 


Indiana. 


In Indiana tbe four Taft delegates at 


large were elected in a state conven 
tion to which Marion county, in whtcb 
Indianapolis is situate, was entitled to 
128 votes. A primary was held In In 
dlanapolls. at which Taft polled 6.000 
and Roosevelt 1,400 votes. This gave 
Taft 106 delegates in tbe state conven- 
tion from Marion county, and If they 
were properly seated tbe control of tbe 
convention by a targe majority was 
conceded to Taft Attempt was made 
to impeach tbe returns from Marion 
county by charges of fraud and repeat 
ing. These charges were of a genera! 
character, without specification except 
as to one ward out of fifteen wards 
and then tbe impeaching witness ad 
mitted he could not claim fraud enough 
to change the result in that ward. Tbe 
national committee,' upon which there 
were fifteen antl-Taft men. rejected 
the Roosevelt contestants and gave the 
Taft delegates their seats by a unani 
mbus vote. Senator Borah and Mr 
Frank B. Kellogg, both Roosevelt men 
Imade speeches in explaining the votes 
4n which they said that the case turnet 
wholly on the Marion county primary 
•and as there was no evidence to-tm 
peach the result certified, the title o 
tbe Taft delegates was, clear. This ii 
the 
convention whose proceeding* 


>• called forth such loud charges of thef 


•nd fraud from Mr. Roosevelt 


Kentucky. 


In Kentucky a contest was filed 


against only three of tbe four delegates 
at large. TUe fourth Taft delegate's 
•eat was nnc»ntested. The three con, 
testants admitted they were not elect- 
ed by the convention which sent the 
Taft delegate! or by any other. They 
only contend*! that if the Roosevelt 
forces had had a majority they would 
bave been etacted. There W«M £356 
delegates samwoned to tbo convention 
by fta can. There won 448 of these

Michigan. 


In Michigan, the state- convention 
ad in It about 1^00 delegates. There 


were only two counties hi dispute or 
contest One was Wayne county, in 
which Detroit is situated, and the other 
was Calhoun ; county. The evidence 
eft no doubt that the Taft men car- 
ried by a very large majority Wayne 
county, but It was immaterial whether 
this was true or not because, leaving 
out both Wayne county and\Calboun 
county, the only counties In contest. 
the Taft delegates outnumbered by 
several hundred the Roosevelt dele- 
gates, and they bad a clear majority 
out of the total number of votes that 
should have been in'the'Convention. 
Che contest was so weak- as to hardly 
merit recital. 


Texas.' 
' 


In Texas there were 249 counties, of 


which four have no county govern- 
ment The 245 counties under the call 
of the convention were allowed to bave 
something over 1,000 delegates, repre- 
senting them, who were given author- 
ity to cast 248 votes. Of the 245 coun- 
ties there were ninety-nine counties in 
which the total Republican vote was 
but 2,000. In fourteen of which there 
were no Republican voters, hi twenty- 
•even of •which there were less than 
:en each and in none of which was 
ihere any Republican organization and 
to none of which bad a primary or con- 
vention been held. It was shown that 
Colonel Cecil Lyon, to whom bad been 
assigned aa referee the disposition of 
the patronage of the national Repub- 
lican administration for ten yean in 
the state, had been in the habit of con- 
Tolling the Republican state conven- 
tion by securing from two federal of- 
ficeholders in each of these ninety-nine 
counties a certificate granting a proxy 
to Colonel Lyon or a friend of his to 
represent the county as if regularly 
conferred by a Republican county or- 
ganization. 
The national committee 


and tbe committee on credentials ami 
the co i vention after the fullest Invest! 
gallon decided that these ninety-nine 
counties in which* the Republican vote 
was SD small and hi which there was 
no Republican party, no convention, nc 
primary, no organization, was not the 
proper source for a proxy to give a 
vote tqnal to that to be cast by tin- 
other 14ft counties hi which there war, 


Republican organization and in 


which primaries or conventions were 
leld. 
Tbe two committees therefore 


held such ninety-nine proxies to 
IK- 


Illegal and not tbe basis of proper rep 
resentation. 
Tbe two tribunals who 


heard the case decided that they should 
deduct the,ninety-nine votes from the 
total of 245 and give the representation 
to those who controlled the majority 
of the remainder. The remainder was 
152 votes, and out of that the Taft 
me* had carried eighty-nine counties, 
having ninety votes. This gave to the 
Taft men a clear majority in the state 
convention and with It eight delegates 
at large.

The contest In Washington turned on 


tie question whether tbe Taft dele- 
gites appointed by tbe county com 
atlttee in King county, in which Seattle 
ii situate, were duly elected to tbe 
convention or whether a primary, 
ifhich was subsequently held and at 
which Roosevelt delegates were elect- 
id, wau properly called, so that its re- 
nult was legal. 
Under the law tbe 


<t>nnty committee had the power to de- 
tide whether it would select the dele- 
gates directly or should call a primary, 
in" some counties 'of the state one 
course was pursued and in other coun- 
ties tbe^ otber. 
In King county tbe 


committee consisted of 250 men. the 
majority of whom were for Taft, and 
that Majority, acting through its exec-, 
utive committee, selected tbe Taft dele- 
gates to tbe state convention. 
Mean- 


time the city council of Seattle had re- 
districted tbe city. It before had 250 
precincts. Now substantially tbe same 
territory was divided up into 381 pre- 
cincts. The chairman of the county 
committee.was a Roosevelt man. -He 
had been given authority by general 
resolution to fill vacancies occurring in 
the committee. A general meeting of 
the committee had been held after the 
city council bad directed the redlstrict- 
ing of the city, in which it was re- 
solved, the chairman not dissenting, 
that representatives could ndt be se- 
lected to fill the 831 new precincts un- 
til an election was held in September, 
1912. Thereafter and in spite of this 
conclusion the chairman assumed jtte 
right by his appointment to add to the 
existing committee 131 precinct coro- 
ncltteemen, and with these voting to 
the .committee it is claimed that a pri- 
mary was ordered. There was so much 
confusion in the meeting that this to 
doubtful 
However, tbe • fact is that 


tbe Taft men protested against any 
action by a committee so constituted 
on the ground that the chairman had 
no authority to1 appoint the 131 n»w 
committeemen. They refused to tak* 
part in the primary, and so did the La 
Follette men. The newspapers report- 
ed tbe number of votes in the primary 
to be something over 3^00. Tbe Roose- 
velt committee showed by affidavit tkt 
rambertobe«,000omtofans»altot*l 
Bepablfcan votoofT&QOO.

which became vacant after they bad 
been filled .and clearly did not apply Jo 
131 new precincts. It could not in the 
nature of things apply to a change 
from the old system'to a complete, new 
system of precincts created by the city 
council, because If they were to be 
filled the entire .dumber of 331 new 
precincts different from the old must 
be filled: One system could not be 
made into the other by a mere addi- 
tional appointment of 131 committee- 
men. 
No lawyer will say that such 


action by the committee thus consti- 
tuted was legal. Therefore the action 
which the lawful committee of 250 took 
fa electing Taft delegates who made a 
majority in the state convention was 
the only one which could be recognized 
as valid—

ALABAMA. 
Ninth District. 


Tbe Ninth Alabama contest turned 


on the question whether tbe chairman 
of a district committee had power to 
fill vacancies, whether a committee- 
man who bad sent his resignation to 
take.effect only hi case he was not 
present being present should be pre- 
vented from acting as committeeman. 
and. third, on the identity of another 
committeeman. 
The written resolu 


tion under which the right of tbe 
chairman to appoint to vacancies was 
claimed showed on its face that the 
specific authority was written In in 
different writing and different colored 
pencil between tbe lines. A number of 
affidavits were filed by. committeemen 
who were present when tbe resolution 
was passed to show that •the resolu 
tion contained no such authority. This 
gave rise to a question of fact upon 
' which a very large majority of -both 
tbe national committee and the com- 
mittee on credentials held that tbe 
lead pencil Insertion was a forgery, 
that the chairman did not bave tbe an 
thority therefore to appoint to the 
vacancies, and therefore the action of 
his committee was1 not valid 
Tbls 


made it necessary to reject tbe contest 
ants. The committee decided the two 
otber Issues of fact before them In 
favor of the Taft contention, although 
tbe first decision was conclusive. 


ARKANSAS. 
Fifth District 


In the Fifth Arkansas tbe question 


, was one of tbe identity of one faction 
or tbe other as tbe Republican party. 
This-convention followed the example 
of tbe convention of 1908 .In holding 
that what was known as the Redding 
faction was not the Republican party, 
that It was a defunct organization and 
had only acquired life at tbe end of 
eacb four years for tbe purpose of 
using it in tbe national convention 
The contestants were- therefore reject 
edi It was shown that the other or 
Taft had been in active existence as 
tbe Republican party, bad nominated 
a local ticket and had run a congress 
man. 


CALIFORNIA. 
Fourth District. 


The Fourth California presented thi? 


question: Under the state law the den> 
gatlon. two from each district, was 
elected on a general ticket in a pronp 
of twenty-six. 
Each delegate might 


either express bis presidential prefer 
ence .or agree to vote for the presiden 
tial candidate receiving the highest 
number in the state. In the Fourth 
district tbe two candidates from tha 
district on tbe Taft'ticket expresser 
a preference for Taft but did. not 
agree to vote for the candidates hav 
Ing the highest state vote. These Tafl 
delegates in the Fourth district re 
celved a majority of 200 more tbr.n 
tbe Roosevelt delegates In that < 
trlct The national call forbade u,n\ 
law or the acceptance of. any Ian 
which prevented the election of dele 
gates by districts. In other words, the 
call of tbe national convention was a 
variance with the state taw. The state 
taw sought to enforce the state nni 
rale and required tbe whole twenty 
six delegates to be voted tor all ovo 
the state, assigning two to each dis 
trlct on the ticket to abide the state 
wide election, while the Republican 
national convention has Insisted npou 
the unit of the district since 1880. Tha 
has been the party taw. This conven 
tion recognized the party law and held 
it to be more binding than that of the 
state law and allowed the two dele- 
gates who bad received In the Fourth 
district a vote larger than7their two 
opponents assigned to that district, t 
become delegates In the. convention 
This was clearly lawful, for a state ha 
no power to limit or control the basis 
of representation of a voluntary na 
tional party in a national convention 
The fact that President Taft by tele- 
gram approval an the twenty-six dele 
gates as representing htm is said to be 
an estoppel against bis claiming the 
election of two of those delegates In 
their Fourth district What la there 
inconsistent in hhvejpproving the can- 
didacy of an his delegates and the 
election of two of them! Why should 
bo bo thus estopped to claim that part 
of the taw was inoperative because In 
conflict with the can of tha cMvenUon

In the Seventh Kentucky district the 


:otal vote of the convention was 115. 
There were contests from four conn- 
ties, involving ninety-five votes. Ac- 
cording to the rules pf the -party In 
Kentucky, where two seats of creden- 
tials 'are presented those delegates, 
whose credentials are approved by the 
wnnty chairman are entitled to par- 
:lcipate in tbe temporary organization. 
On the temporary roll tbe Taft chair- 
man was eTected by ninety-eight votes 
and forty-seven votes were cast for the 
Roosevelt candidate. 
Tbe committee 


on credentials was tben appointed, con- 
sisting of *ne member named by each 
county delegation. 
The majority re- 


port of the committee was adopted 
unanimously by the convention, no del- 
egation whose seats were contested 
being permitted to vote on Its own 
case. 'As soon as the majority report 
of the credentials committee had been 
adopted, the Roosevelt adherents bolt- 
ed. There was not the slightest reason 
for sustaining the contest for Roosevelt 
delegates. 


. Eighth District. 


The Eighth Kentucky district was 


composed of ten counties having 163 
votes, of which eighty-two were neces- 
sary to a choice. There waa no con 
test in five of tbe counties, and al 
though the Roosevelt men claimed that 
there was one in Spencer county no 
contest was presented against the 
seating of the regularly elected Taft 
delegates from that county. This gave 
the Taft delegates eighty-four votes, or 
two more than were necessary for a 
choice. In'other words, assuming that 
the Roosevelt men were entitled to all 
the delegates from the counties hi 
which they Bled contests In the dis- 
trict convention there remained a clear 
majority of uncontested delegates who 
voted for the Taft delegates to Chi 
cago. 


OKLAHOMA. 
Third District 


In the Third Oklahoma district the 


question of the validity of tbe seats of 
the delegates turned on the constitu- 
tion of the congressional committee, 
which was made up of twelve Taft 
men and seven Roosevelt men. The 
chairman. Cochran, was a Roosevelt 
man and attempted to prevent the ma 
Jority of x the committee from taking 
action. ' The chairman was removed 
and another substituted, and thereupon 
the convention was duly caUed to order 
on the temporary roll prepared by the 
congressional committee, which was 
made t&& permanent roll, and the two 
Taft delegates to Chicago were duly 
selected. Every county hi the district 
bad its representation and vote in the 
regular convention, and no person 
properly accredited as a delegate was 
excluded or debarred from participat- 
ing in Its proceedings. Cochran and 
his followers bolted after his deposl 
tion. Assuming that all the committee 
who went out with him had tbe right 
to act on the committee. It left tbe 
committee standing twelve for Taft 
and seven for Roosevelt, so it was sim 
ply a question whether a majority o: 
the committee had the right to contra 
Its action or a minority. The bolting 
convention which Cochran held was 
not attended by a majority of the duly 
elected delegates to tbe convention. I 
did not have the credentials from tbe 
various counties, and its membership 
was largely made up of bystanders 
who bad not been duly accredited by 
any county In the district Its action 
waa entirely without authority. 


TENNESSEE. 


"-Second District. 


In the Second Tennessee district 


there were fifty-nine delegates uncon 
tested out of a possible total of 108 in 
the convention. There were forty-nine 
contested. Tbe Roosevelt contestants 
in .the forty-nine refused to abide the 
decision of the committee oh creden 
tials and withdrew, leaving fifty-nine 
nncoBtested delegates. 
These fifty 


nine delegates, part of whom were 
Roosevelt men, remained In the con 
vention, appointed the proper commit 
tees, settled contests and proceeded to 
select'Taft delegates. "There can be 
no question about the validity there- 
fore of their title. 


TEXAS. 


First District 


The only remaining districts are the 


nine districts from Texas. Of these the 
First district was composed of eleven 
counties, each county having one vote 
except Case county, which had two. 
Tbe executive committee, composed of 
one representative from each county 
made np tne temporary roll, and in the 
contest* filed from two counties seal 
ed both delegates with one-half vote 
each. The convention elected the two 
Taft delegates, giving them to* and 
one-quarter votes. Each conty waa 
represented In thto vote, A mmortgr

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were fourteen counties, -rwo counties 
were found not to bave held conven- 
tions and one county to have no dele- 
gate present 
The->con vention was 


ben constituted _ by the delegations 
hat held regular "credentials. The re- 
port of the committee on credentials 
was accepted: upon roll call, and tben 
the representatives of five counties; 
withdrew from the hall. The repre- 
sentatives of four of these counties 
held a rump convention. The regular 
convention remained la session several 
hours, appointed the usual committees, 
which retired and made their reports, 
which were accepted, and elected two 
Taft delegates to the national conven- 
Inn and certified their election In dne 
form to the national committee, whlcn 
without division asked for. held them 
properly elected. 
• 


Fourth District. 


The Fourth Texas district consists 


of five counties, each having one vote 
n the district convention under the 
call. One county. Rains, chose an uncon- 
£sted delegation, and that one was for 
Taft 
Tbe other four counties sent 


contesting delegations. The contesti- 
ng delegations appeared before the 
congressional executive committee to 
present their claims, but the commit- 
tee arbitrarily refused to bear any- 
Mdy. Having exhausted every effort 
to secure a bearing, the four contest- 
ing delegations, together with the only 
nncontested delegation of the conven- 
tion, withdrew to another place and 
tield a convention and elected Taft 
lelegates to the Chicago convention. 
The congressional convention which 
elected the Taft delegates was com- 
posed of more than a majority, and, 
indeed, of practically all the regularly 
elected delegates. The national com- 
mittee held the title of the Taft dele- 
gates to their seats valid by viva voce 
vote without calling fbr a division. 


Fifth District. 


The Fifth district of Texas Is corn) 


posed of Dallas, Ellis, Hill, Bosqne 
and Rockwall counties. Dallas county 
cast more Republican votes than all 
the otber counties of tbe district put 
together. 
The call for the congres 


slonal convention allowed each county 
to send not to exceed four delegates, 
but made no reference to the basis ot 
representation of the respective conn- 
ties composing tbe district 
There 


was a contest from Dallas county, but 
the Taft delegates were seated. Taft 
delegates were seated on the temporary 
roll from two counties, and Roosevelt 
delegates from the three counties, and 
the representation in the convention 
was fixed at one vote for* each county 
without) regard to the number of dele- 
gates In the convention or the num- 
ber of Republican votes cast hi such 
county. A minority report of the dis 
trlct committee was presented, protest 
ing against the ratio of representa- 
tion adopted. The chairman of the 
convention objected to the presenta- 
tion of this minority report. Failing 
In tbis be abandoned the platform anc 
left the ball. 


The convention thereupon elected a 


new chairman and a new secretary, ap- 
pointed a committee on credentials, 
which recommended the seating of the 
Taft delegates from Hill county anc 
tbe adoption of the minority report of 
the district committee as to the basis 
of the representation in the convention. 
Both these recommendations were 
adopted, and Taft delegates to the na 
tional convention were thereupon elect 
ed by a vote of eight.to three. The 
Roosevelt men thereafter retired to the 
south end of tbe ball, where they or- 
ganized a meeting at which It was 
claimed the Roosevelt delegates to the 
national convention were elected. The 
Republican vote for the district for 
1908 was as follows: Dallas county 
2.068; Ellis. 594: Hill. 414: Bosqne, 266 
Rockwall, 38. Both the national coin 
mittee and the committee on creden 
tials sustained tbe Taft delegates. 


Seventh District. 


The Seventh congressional district o 


Texas Is composed of 'the following 
counties: Anderson. Chambers, Gal 
veston. Houston. Liberty. Polk. San Ja 
clnto and Trinity. Polk. San Jaclntc 
and Trinity were without proper party 
organization. 
• In Texas county chair 


men must be elected by the voters in 
each party. No such election was belt 
In any of these three counties. In two 
of them. Colonel Lyon assumed to ap- 
point chairmen, which he had no righ 
to do. Lyon himself had classed these 
three comities as unorganized and with- 
out party organization... 


The convention met In Galveston. 


The executive committee met prior to 
the meeting of the convention to mak 
np the temporary roll of delegates. Th 
executive committee had before tt th 
question of having tbe three unorgan 
ized counties represented in the con 
ventlon. The executive committee re- 
.fnsed to recognize them. When this 
action was taken by the executive com- 
mittee a>dek*ateifrom Honston county 
ana the alleged 'representatives from 
the three unorganized comities wlth- 
drew'trom tfte meeting and proceeded 


upon this-to based the contest, whteh

In the Ninth district the district

irected him. The district committee 
was called.

called on May 15. Eleven counties 


nt of tbe fifteen responded to the call 
nd took part In the convention. Three 
onnties were not represented, and in 
ne of these there was no election. 
After this convention had been called 
tbe chairman of the district committee 


me mind and called a meet- 


ng of the committee for April 17. 
This committee called a congresalooal 
convention to be held on May 18. But 
here was no publication of the call, 
which had to be thirty days before the 
convention, 'until April 21. The Taft 
convention srsnn therefore to have 
teen duly and regularly convened, 
while ^the Roosevelt convention waa 
not The Taft delegates were seated. 


Tenth District. 


In the Tenth district the deekdon 


turned largely upon the bad faith with 
which two members of tbe district 
committee voted in tbe seating of dele- 
gates and upon tbe bad faith with 
which one of them used the proxy In- 
trusted to him. The Taft delegates in 
this case bolted and left the ball and 
immediately in the same building or- 
(anised another convention which con- 
ilsted ef delegates from six counties. 
Proceedings were regularly held; a per- 
manent organization effected, the re- 
port of tbe committee on resolutions 
adopted and delegates pledged to Taft 
were elected. The undisputed evidence 
ndicated that a flagrant attempt had 
been made to deprive Taft of this dis- 
trict, to which he was justly entitled. 
Tbe national committee sustained the 
title of the Taft delegates* and alter- 
nates by a practically unanimous vote. 


Fourteenth District. 


In the Fourteenth district there were 


fifteen counties hi the district When 
the executive committee met at San 
Antonio to make np the temporary roll 
there were ten members of the com- 
mittee present whose right to act waa 
undisputed, of whom six were for Taft 
and four for Roosevelt There were 
tour other Roosevelt men present 
whose right to. vote was disputed and 
who were clearly not entitled to repre- 
sent their county at that meeting. One 
of them held the proxy of the commit- 
:eeman from Kendall county, who waa 
dead, and the proxies from three other 
counties were held, two by postmaa- 
:ers and one by an assistant postmas- 
ter, while under the election taw of 
Texas no one who holds an office of 
profit or trust under the .United States 
shall act as a member of an executive 
committee either for the state or for 
any district or county. The temporary 
roll "was made np by Taft members, 
having a clear majority without per- 
mitting these men to act under their 
proxies. There was a contest over the 
delegation from Bexar county, which 
contains the city of San Antonio. Full 
consideration was given to this contest 
but the testimony was overwhelming 
that Taft carried the county by a vote 
of four or five to one 
On the proper 


basis the total vote in the district con- 
vention was sixty-seven, of which tbe 
number instructed or voting for Taft 
was thirty-seven and one-half, the 
number voting or instructed for Roose- 
velt twenty-eight and one-half, not vot- 
ing one. The Taft delegation waa 
therefore seated at Chicago. 


CONCLUSION. 


The purpose of this resume of tbe 


contests in which there was any shad- 
ow of substance has been to inform 
those who have not time or inclination 
to read tbe longer and more detailed 
account of them contained in the larger 
pamphlet It is not essentiial to make 
Mr. Taft's title indisputable that all 
men agree on every one of the issues 
raised. They were decided by the tri- 
bunals which uniform party usage had 
made the proper tribunals to decide 
such contests. If those tribunals acted 
In good faith mistaken judgment would, 
not Invalidate their decisions. 
As a 


matter of fact an examination of the 
facts show that tbe tribunals were 
right in every instance.'. There is not 
the slightest evidence that they were 
moved by otber than a mere desire to 
reach a right conclusion. On the other 
hand, the action of the Roosevelt men 
In bringing led contests that they 
promptly; abandoned strongly tended 
to show tbe tack of good faith in tbe 
prosecution of alt of them. Those.who 
Mpport President Taft can weU afford 
to stand on tbe record la thta caw and 
.to ••suiis.Xi without fear «f tmccHfr-

LESSON FOR AUGUST 4. 


THE WORTH OF THE KINGDOM. 


JjESSON TEXT-Matthew 13, 44-53. 
GOLDEN TEXT-"Seek £ first hta 
Kingdom, and his righteousness; and all 
these things shall be added unto you." 
Matthew, 6:33. 


We have studied some of the prin- 


ciples that are to obtain Jn the es- 
tablishing and the working out of this 
new kingdom Jesus came to found, 
and the question naturally arises, "Is 
It of.sufficient value for me to con- 
sider or seek to enter it, or to possess 
it?" In onr lesson today there is set 
before us four parables (Jesus' favorite 
war of teaching) which he gave priv- 
ately to his disciples and not to the 
multitude, that ought to answer any 
such questioning in our hearts. 


The first two have to do with the 


great value of the kingdom, the sec- 
ond its mixed character and final sepa- 
ration, and the last, the great respon- 
sibility of those who possess its 
troths. In this entire group of par- 
able* found in the thirteenth chapter 
of Matthew are four that are for men 
'Wbo are careful to observe the out- 
ward development, and four others 
that are for those men of faith who 
aee beneath the surface the hidden 
things of the kingdom. Those men 
*ho view the kingdom In each par- 
ticular age as God sees rather than 
as man observes. 


Today's lesson sets forth the pur- 


chase of things <jf great value, the ac- 
quisition and disposition of things of 
* mixed value, and lastly, the use of 
these values after coming into the pos- 
session of them. 


i The hidden treasure, v. 44. Per- 


haps more properly this should be 
termed the parable of the bought field. 
We need to remember that in all of 
these parables the Master himself is 
the Important personage. He is the 
one -who sows the seed, etc. Hence 
we understand that he is the one 
•who discpvers .this great treasure hid- 
den in the field. He has already told 
us that "the field is the world" (Matt 
13:38). 


Symbolism of Pearls. 


n. The pearl of great price, vs. 45, 


46. This parable is very much the 
same as the foregoing, yet it adds great 
strength and force to this study in 
values. We ought to be very clear in 
our study and application. The pearl 
of great price may perhaps be taten 
as a symbol of our salvation, but if 
«o for us to interpret the merchant- 
man as the commonality of man would 
lie for the sinner to purchase his own 
salvation, a thing as far as possible 
for the New Testament teaching. 


Why does Jesus speak of pearls to 


the Hebrews who did not esteem them 
at all? What is the symbolism of a 
pearl? The pearl is the one precious 
stone that is the result of a living 


the .sake or Gie pearl? Are we willing 
to pay the price of the field that oth- 
ers may possess the great treasure of 
eternal life In Christ? He paid the 
price to purchase eternal life for us. 
Do not forget the kingdom is not eat- 
ing and drinking, but righteousness 
and joy »nd pea'ce in the Holy Spirit 
(Rom. 14:17)7-

IN NICARAGUA 


The Rebellious Menas Up to 


Old Tricks. 


HEADS ANOTHER REVOLUTION 


Former Minister of War Who Entered 


Into Covenant to Keep Peace Ha 
Broken Hi* Exile, Apparently Feel 
Ing That I* Is About Time to Have 
Another "Election" Down There- 
May Stir Up All Central America. 


Washington, Aug. 2.—To lead the 


revolution he inaugurated last Mon 
day. General Mena, the rebellious for 
user minister of war of Nicaragua, has 
bolted the compromise agreemen 
made with President Diaz and United 
States Minister Weitzel and has fled 
from Managua. Dispatches to the 
itate department and the navy depart 
menf indicate, that the trouble is 
spreading to towns on the shores o 
Lake Managua and southward to the 
town of Rivas, near the Costa Rican 
border. Members of the Liberal, or 
old Zelaya, party are responding to 
Mena's call to arms. 


The taking of Rivas is regarded as 


serious, inasmuch as in Costa Rica is 
the exile Arias, who, it is feared, wil 
take the opportunity to cross into Nic 
aragua and join the Mena revoltuion 


According to Commander Terhune 


of the United States gunboat Annapo- 
II*. the government is suffering from 
lack of munitions of war. There Is 
much treachery. Commander Terhune 
states. The-Annapolis is now. on her 
way from San Juan del Sur to Corlnto 
It is likely that she will return to San 
Juan soon to keep open the cable col 
lections at that point. 


Minister Weitzel reports quiet pre- 


vails once more in Managua, the cap- 
ital. The police, headed by Salvador 
Mena, brother of General Mena, had 
followed the general, but a provisional 
police force has been organized and 
protection of Americans is assured. 
The government claims to have full 
control of the entire country except 
the department of Mazayas. 


It has been known for some time 


that plots against the peace of Cen- 
tral America have been brewing In 
•Jew Orleans and New York, the cities 
:o which "emigrados politicos" flock. 
Mot only Nicaragua, but Honduras, 
Salvador and Venezuela have been un- 
derstood to be menaced by the plans 
of the insurrection plotters In this 
:ountry. In some quarters Guatemala 
s accused of once more attempting to 
exercise a sinister influence over one 
or two of her weaker neighbors. 


It is now feare that the unheralded 


outbreak in Nicaragua will become tlie 
signal for the lighting of the fires all 
along the line and that similar, out- 
ireaks will be fomented in the neigh 
boring republics.

WIFE SAYS GRACE 


WOUNDED HIMSELF 


Accidental Oisdnrge of Pistol 


During Straggle! 


Atlanta, Ga., Aug. 2.—The jury heard 


from Mrs. Daisy Ulrich Opie Grace 
how her 
young husband, Eugene 


Grace, scion of an old Georgia fam- 
ily, 
received the bullet wound that 


paralyzed him in their Atlanta home 
on the 5th of last March. Her first 
words on the stand were: 
"Gentle- 


men, 
I am innocent. I did not shoot 


my .husband, and he knows it," indi- 
cating with a nod of the head toward 
her husband, who lay on the stretcher 
near the witness stand. Mrs. Grace 
then declared her husband had acci- 
dentally shot himself during a strug- 
gle with her over the possession of a 
revolver with which he had threatened 
tier, and the quarrel was over another 
woman on whom^Mrs. Grace alleged 
tier husband had been spending her 
money. 


Mrs. Grace told one of the most re- 


markable stories ever heard In a 
courtroom. With flushed face and 
iands trembling she spoke in a clear 
iut low voice, declaring that her hus- 
band, whom she is accused of shoot- 
ng, had tried to kill her several times. 
Once, she said, he tried to drown her; 
again, he stabbed her, and finally, the 
day he was shot, he seized a pistol and 
in the struggle that followed he 
wounded himself.

long, making about a newspaper page. 


Odds of 20 to 1 are offered, with no 


;akers, that the jury will acquit Mrs. 
Grace in a few minutes. The case 
will go to the jury this afternoon.

For the Fin* Time Moving Picture 


•I Operators Invaded/White House on 


Occasion of Ceremonies Marking the 
President's Forma) Notification of 
His Nomination—Taft Bitterly De- 
nounces Wreckers of Party. 


Washington, Aug. 2.—President Taft 


delivered an address outlining the is., 
sues of the campaign in formally ac 
cepting the nomination of the Chicago 
convention. 
. 


He declared that the preservation o_ 


the constitution and 'the maintenance 
of an independent judiciary constitute 
the supreme issue in the contest. The 
president asserted that bothHooseve! 
and Wilson are headed straight toward 
socialism, and he invited Republicans 
and Democrats alike to join in com 
batting the menace offered by their 
candidacies. 


The president did not mention Roos 


evelt by name, but repeatedly referred 
to him and his followers as "the for 
mer Republicans who have 'left their 
party." 


The president was notified of his 


nomination- before about 500- Republi 
can leaders who had gathered at the 
White House from all parts of the 
country. The ceremonies, which were 
In the east room of the White House 
were as informal as possisble. The 
president's speech and that of Sena 
tor Root, who delivered the nottflca 
tion address, were spoken to the ac- 
companiment of a battery of moving 
picture machines. This was the first 
time moving picture machines ever 
have been admitted to a White Home 
function. 


The president was at times dra- 


matic in his denunciation of those who 
are trying to wreck the Republican 
party. Many of his points were driven 
home with an emphasis unusual for 
him, and he was enthusiastically ap 
plauded. The handclapping was pro- 
longed when the president declared 
that "hostility to the judiciary and the 
measures to take away Its power anc 
independence constitute the chief def 
Inite policy of those reformers whose 
control the Republican party escapee 
at Chicago and the Democratic party 
yielded at Baltimore." 


Of the fifty-two places on the notifi- 


cation committee, there were half .a 
dozen vacancies, due to resignations 
and only abont thirty of the numbei 
serving were able to be present. Chair- 
man Hilles of the national committee 
managed to get away from headquar- 
ters long enough to come to the meet- 
Ing. A large number of other national 
committeemen were present and mom 
of the Republican senators and repre- 
sentatives in congress. The president 
was attended by all his cabinet officers 
except Secretary Meyer of the navy 
Mrs. Taft was accompanied by several 
women friends. 


After the ceremonies the president 


and Mrs. Taft received all the guests 
in the blue room, and then a buffet 
luncheon was served..
